SEcTION llI: ACADEMIC PERFORMANCE OF CHARTER SCHOOLS

The Northwood School District had an overall score of 69.0 on the state-issued report
card. As for the growth, we saw a 1.3 point gain in ELA. We saw improvement in the
overall student achievement score and are above the state average in the area of
closing the gaps in ELA and Mathematics.
